He asked council to find in favor 
of the petitioners and recommend 
decontrol to Gov. Warren. If the 
governor concurs, he can effect re- 
moval of rent ceilings by filing his 
findings with the expediter’s office 
in Washington, D.C. 

NOTES FIGURES 

Ingram cited petition figures bas- 
eda on the survey in contention that 
as of Aug. 1, 1949, Menlo Park had a 
vacancy rate of 21.9 per cent in 
units for sale or for rent, contrasted 
with 14.5 per cent in 1940. He fix- 
ed the percentage of vacancy in 
units for rent only at 12.6 on Aug.

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CONTROL OR DECONTROL? 


Regardless of whether the Menlo Park city council decides 
for or against continued rent control and regardless of the 
merits of the opposing arguments, this is certain: Councilmen 
have before them a complete case submitted at a fully repre- 
sentative and well-conducted public hearing. 

Tuesday night’s hearing in the Little theater at Burgess 
park was attended by some 90 persons, of whom 23 spoke on 
the issue. Backers of decontrol were in the majority. Sixteen 
persons appeared in opposition to continued controls, six in 
favor of them and one speaker listed himself as ‘‘neutral.’’ 

The preponderance of decontrol backers prompted one of 
the opposition to remark about a hearing ‘‘packed” with land- 
lords and real estate men. He seemed to believe this was due 
to insufficient publicity, to which we must take exception. This 
newspaper alone has devoted more than 200 column inches to 
the subject of proposed rent decontrol in Menlo Park since the 
move was begun last summer. Certainly the matter has been 
“covered” as fully as any Menlo Park issue within our memory. 

Principal arguments centered around which was the more 
acceptable as providing a true picture of the housing situation 
... the survey made by the fair rent committee which petition- 
ed for decontrol, or that conducted by the office of the housing 
expediter. The surveys’ conclusions were exactly the opposite 
as to whether there continues to be a shortage of rental hous- 
ing. 

Councilmen will have to consider a vast amount of testi- 
mony of which some might be regarded as having strayed from 
the question on which the council is required to base decision: 
Is there such a shortage of rental housing as to justify con- 
tinued controls? 

Considerable attack was levelled by decontrol backers 
against the philosophy of rent control and against the policies 
of the housing expediter in granting individual rent increases 
on the basis of need. From the other side came accounts of 
what landlords have threatened in the way of unreasonable 
rent boosts in the event of decontrol. Council will have to 
weigh such testimony carefully in its seeking of facts as to 
whether a shortage exists. 

We feel the decontrol question was given a thorough air- 
ing in the three-hour hearing. In order that everyone who 
spoke could give full expression, the council eased its own 
rules of procedure by permitting some speakers to take the 
floor for second and third times. Extending this policy of full 
expression, council also will receive for the next 10 days writ- 
ten communications for or against decontrol. They may be 
filed with the city clerk by persons who participated in the 
hearing and by others who were not present. 

Neither side should have complaint once council decision 
has been announced and there appears to be no need for re- 


course to the courts in view of the clear-cut fairness and demo- 


cratic procedure in Tuesday night’s hearing.

The public hearing on the re-

Water Service Company was held 
in Menlo Park several weeks ago. 
City officials of Menlo Park re- 
quested a postponement in order 
to study the data submitted by the 


company.

Three such reports are being 


sent to the Commission. One, pre- 
pared by James Armstrong, en- 
gineer, on behalf of the city points 
out reasons why the company’s 
estimate of future earnings are 
probably low. Another, prepared 
by myself, argues that the rate 
of return which the commission 
estimates the new rates will pro- 
duce is excessive. The third report 
is prepared by the city manager, 
Cecil Longson, and points out the 
inequities in the proposed rate 


schedule. 
My thesis in summary was this. 


The water supply business is one of 
stability and little risk. This is 
reflected in the fact that investors 
require a smaller margin of safety 
than in other industries when buy- 
ing water bonds and _ preferred 
stocks, and that therefore a larger 
amount of low interest and dividend]. 
prior capital can be employed in 
financing a water company. 

This fact is recognized in the laws 
of the State of California which, 
in the banking code, permits sav- 
ings banks to purchase bonds of 
water supply companies where the 
outstanding bonded debt is as much 
as 60 per cent of the net fixed as- 
sets in the rate base, and where 
coverage of interest by net earn- 
ings is as low as one and one-half 
times. 

The ratio required for gas, elec- 
tric, telephone and _ industrial 
bonds are all more severe. 

In the case of the subject com- 
pany, the market value of its secur- 
ities today indicates that a 5.05 per 
cent return on the rate base is an 
adequate return. Inasmuch as the 
commission estimated that the pro- 
posed rates would return between 
6.08 per cent and 6.63 per cent, it 
is evident that the increase request- 
ed was excessive, and that 5% per 
cent would be a reasonably liberal 
allowance.

trol rents unless there no longer 
exists such a shortage as to justify 
controls.” 

He said that was the only issue, 
that the federal expediter’s survey 
was the “more reliable’ and asked 
counci] not only to reject the decon- 
trol petition but to recommend to 
Gov. Warren that he deny the Palo 
Alto city council’s request for de- 
control. 

He defended the federal survey on 
grounds it was made “house by 
house, street by street’ while the 
fair rent committee’s study was 
made by mail and telephone. 
QUESTIONS SURVEY 

He questioned value of the com- 
mittee survey because information 
was obtained “largely from land- 
lords and realtors who had a per- 
sonal interest.” He asserted that 
last ‘Sunday, a member of his group 
went to ‘about one-fourth of the 
apartment vacancies” listed by the 
fair rent committee and ‘was able 
to find only one vacancy.” 

“Rither the vacancy report was 
exaggerated in the first place or 
the rent situation has become worse 
since Aug. 1,” he said. 

Szego said his group was ‘unable 
to find” two of the vacant apart- 
ments listed by the fair rent com- 
mittee and that “one was listed both 
as vacant and occupied.” 

He contested Ingram’s contention 
the federal survey bore out figures 
of the fair rent committee’s check 
because it covered more total hous- 
ing units and was based on a survey 
of the entire city. 

“The vacancy rate would be only 
5 per cent on the basis of the fed- 
eral survey,” he said. 

“RENTS TRIPLE” 

He contended the rental housing 
situation is “three times as bad now 
as in 1940.” He also said he had 
information showing rental increas- 
es ranging up to 328 per cent in 
other cities where controls were re- 
moved. ‘ 

After the two principal speakers 
finished, council heard others from 
the floor, granting them five min- 
utes each. 

John S. Wickett, president of the 
Menlo-Atherton Board of Realtors, 
gave aS a reason for decontrol the 
contention “people are selling their 
homes rather than renting them at 
low figures.” 

SHORTAGE EXISTS 

Bill Tupper, 886 Roble avenue, 
speaking as a representative of the 
grocery clerks union, opposed to 
decontrol, said a critical housing 
shortage remains and that rent 
overcharges still are being report- 
ed to the housing expediter. 

Al Wik, 65 University drive, said 
it would be “silly to have rent con- 
trol over the few pieces of property 
involved.” 

Elliott Wilson, Palo Alto,, peices 
continued controls, said the fair rent 
committee is “not an objective group 
but a pressure group representing 
landlords” and declared Ingram’s 
assertion homes could be bought if 
not rented is “like saying, ‘let them 
eat cake’.” 

Wilson declared the Palo Alto 
city council at its rent decontrol 
hearing had been “challenged as in- 
cluding landlords.” 

“I hope that is not the case here,” 
he added. 

MOUNTING COSTS 

Mrs. Emma Stribling, Menlo Park 
businesswoman, cited mounting costs 
of rental property maintenance, told 
of controls on apartments she owns 
and asked: “Is there anything fair 
about that?” 

W. H: Webbe of Palo Alto, leader 
of an unsuccessful move to obtain a 
referendum on decontrol in that 
city, derided claims of “low down 
payments and monthly charges” on 
homes for veterans and said that in 
the case of his son, a realtor adver- 
tising a home for $250 down for a 
veteran “couldn’t produce one.” 

G. A. Duncan, 2 Leland avenue, 
said that after five months of effort, 
he succeeded in obtaining approval 
of the housing expediter to raise 
by $2.50 a month rentals on apart- 
ments he had been renting for $25 
and $27.50. 

LANDLORD OPPOSES 

A. H. Tupper, 845 Live Oak ave- 
nue, conceded he was a “hated land- 
lord” but said he knew of vacan- 
cies because rentals asked are “too 
high.” Opposing decontrol, he de- 
clared he had learned of a Los Al- 
tos landlord who had threatened to 
raise rent from $44 a month to $80 
in event of decontrol there. 

David Ingram Sr. said “the longer 
there are controls, the less low rent- 
al housing there will be” and de- 
clared the housing expediter’s “own 
-figures show average increases in

“NEUTRAL” SPEAKS 

H. H. Shelton of Palo Alto identi- 
fied himself as “neutral” on the is- 
sue, but said ‘“‘the situation will clear 
up better and faster if there is de- 
control.” 

With the council hearing decon- 
trol proponents and opponents in 
turn, the latter “ran out” of speak- 
ers well before the hearing ended 
and several speakers favoring de- 
control were heard. However, op- 
ponents in some cases were permit- 
ted to speak a second time. 

Those speaking in favor of de- 
control after that point were Fred 
Gerlach of Los Altos, Mrs. Paul 
Bonnot of Menlo Park, Will L. Mer- 
ryman, Menlo Park realtor who de- 
clared such discussion as landlords’ 
income and “allied questions of de- 
control” were important; H. J. 
Canine of Palo Alto, who said he 
owns “two properties that are va- 
cant because someone in Washing- 
ton tells me what I can charge;” 
Russell Wehe, Menlo Park real es- 
tate man; J. B. Newsome, 1075 Le- 
mon avenue; Elias Bigen, Menlo 
Park builder; Donald Graham, Palo 
Alto resident who owns property in 
Menlo Park; and Henry Caletti, 616 
Creek drive.
